Hill Capture 
Costly For 
Chinese Reds 
8TH ARMY 
HEADQUARTERS 
O/.pj — Waves of O h l n t s e Beds 
smashed through United Nations 
lines on the western front Tuesday 
and captured a hill in one of the 
costliest and most savage battles 
since intensive fighting was resumed 
one month ago. 
It was the third hill the Com­ 
munists had captured in the Yon- 
chon sector in three days of attacks 
which cost them thousands of men 
killed or wounded. 
An Allied battalion captured the 
hill, northwest of Yonchon, Monday 
night. Early yesterday an estimated 
1,000 Reds attacked three UN com­ 
panies from south, west and north­ 
west. 
Allied communications were cut, 
two of the UN companies were over­ 
run, and a retreat was necessary. 
An 8th Army communique said 
the Communists threw tanks, self- 
propeUed guns, artillery and mortars 
into action with a “heavy concen­ 
tration of fire." It was estimated 
that 2,500 rounds of artillery and 
mortar fire fell between midnight 
and dawn. 
But though the enemy won the 
hill, an UN soldier said: 
“Chinese 'bodies were piled, b'liried 
and strewn all over the place, some 
of them were lying there three 
deep.**

San Rafael’s plan to “round out" 
its southeastern borders received its 
first legal action last night as the 
city council passed a resolution in 
accord 'WIth 'new s'tate law's govem- 
ing city annexations. 
The' dty forwarded a description 
of the property to the county bound­ 
ary commission for Its check of the 
legal descriptlonf 
San Anselmo, Oorte Madera and 
Larkspur were asked for their offi­ 
cial consc'nt to the 'P'ro^posed an'nex- 
ation. New legislation requires that 
all cities, within three miles of a 
proposed annexation to any other 
city ap'provc of the move. 
The 113-acre area which the city 
proposes to add'b long and wedge 
shaped. It is bounded on the north 
by Francisco' boulevard, on thji south 
by a NWP right of way (partly the 
abandoned San Quentin line), on 
the east by their intersection and 
on the west by an extension of 
Harbor street. It includes the former 
Callfomia Park recreation area, now 
partially developed by light ‘ in*, 
dustry. 
The 
annexation 
was proposed 
several weeks ago in order to take 
in this peculiar shaped piece of 
property that had been left out of 
previous annexations. The area In­ 
cludes several large industrial plants 
and sites. 
No further action can be taken by 
the city until the th'ree neighboring 
towns have given their approval and 
the bound:ary' 'Com'mission has 'ri'- 
ported.

.2—.A parcel .fronting o.n C street 
between Second and Third streets 
and including the 
New England 
Villa area but not including the ser­ 
vice station at Third and € streets. 
3—A parcel fronting on Third 
street between Cijos 
street 
and 
Lootens place. 
NOT STUDIED 
The council had not studied the 
plan or recommendation before last 
night, though Councllmen Charles 
Aby, Homer Wood and Harry ATbert 
were at all meetings of the plan­ 
ning commission. 
Councilman Phil Brown suggested 
putting the plan over for fimther 
study by the council at “a later 
date." 
He and Mayor El Culver 
pointed out that it would take a lot 
of discussion and investigation be­ 
fore any 'definite decisions could be 
made. 
.However, at the :ln.s.istence of Al­ 
bert and 
Chamber of Commerce 
Manager S'tanley 'LO''wry the council 
agreed to discuss the three parking 
lots at their 'next me'etlng 0''n. No'v- 
ember 19.

after month,” Albert said, “and I 
am. 'Willing to rest on the j'udgme'nt 
of the planning commission. The 
Idea that we should have the park­ 
ing lote should be decided tonight."

CITY SALES TAX 
It then turned to the matter of a 
city sales tax to which, it appeared, 
pers'0.ns in the audlcn'ce were ready 
to jump to their feet in opposition.

France, 
said Dr. Lipsky, would believe we 
Intend to defend Europe from be­ 
hind the Pyrenees, should we con­ 
clude an agreement with Franco. 
He spoke of the "historical mem­ 
ory" of Europeans who have lived 
through fascist terror, and conclud­ 
ed that it would be catastrophic for 
America’s relations with its demo­ 
cratic allies to be alligned with, a 
fascist dictatorship. 
*We need whole peoples as al- 
llif,” he said, "and not tyranically 
abused peoples."

Truman said today the reason for 
Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower’s visit 
here was to discuss Europe’s prob­ 
lem of maintaining economic sta­ 
bility while reartning. And, he de­ 
clared, he fears “much trouble.* 
Mr. .Truman’s statement of why 
he called Eisenhower home came 
shortly before the general left by 
plane to rcfcum to his European de­ 
fense command in France. 
The president made it in an ex­ 
temporaneous q»ech to the Na­ 
tional Society of Cartoonists. He left 
m:any queattons 'Unanswered but'run- 
ning through his talk was the hint 
of a developing new crisis for the 
western world. 
It came against the background 
of the new British government’s ex- 
pressed concern — voiced in the 
king’s address to Parliament—over 
the deterioration of Britain’s eco­ 
nomic affairs and the threat of in­ 
flation. 
Eisenhower met with reporters at 
the National airport before boarding 
his 'iflane. .As in previous 'meetings 
with newsmen, many of the ques­ 
tions put to him dealt with politics^ 
And, as before, Eisenhower tried 
to brush them off. 
But he said at one point that 
‘if the time ever comes” for him 
to speak out on politics he will do 
so Immediately. 
Eisenhower said the job he Is do­ 
ing—organizing European- defenses 
against the threat of Communist 
invasion—represents an American 
in.'ve.s'tmen.t of billions of dollars..

At oiue time, the toxemia of preg- 
nancy claimed the lives of a large 
number of mothers and infants. 
Blnce prenatal care for expectant 
mothers has become almost uni­ 
versal, the number of women suf­ 
fering from this complication has 
been much reduced, due to the fact 
that any tendency toward toxemia 
can be detected at the outset and 
precautions taken againat it. 
A woman expecting a baby should 
see her physician at least once a 
month, at which time her blood 
pTfsiure, urine, and weight are 
«arefully checked. Some indications 
of beginning toxemia are excessive 
weight gain, elevation of the blood 
pressure, and the appearance of 
albumen in the urine. A woman 
who has any of these symptoms 
should be carefully watched and

LOW-SALT DIET 
Usually, the use of a low-salt or 
sodium diet, sedative drugs and bed 
rest are helpful in these early cases. 
Many times, when toxemia has pro­ 
gressed too far, the use of large 
amounts of. sedative drugs may be 
necessary and, in severe cases, the 
early delivery of the baby may be 
required. 
Most .physicians wish to prolong 
pregnancy as long as* possible in 
order to give the baby a better 
chance to live. 
CORTISONE USED

high blood pressure, albumen in the 
urine and swelling of the body, were 
treated with cortisone to see if the 
toxemia could be somewhat relieved 
and the pregnancy carried nearer 
to the time it normally would be 
due.

The board may have thought it had a goodf 
purpoee in the rule; the complaint about inaccura- 
dee may have been Justified. But the rule is an at­ 
tempt at censorship. A grasp of the basic principles

NEW YORK OPJ—A happy word 
from Santa Claus at thk the sad­ 
dest time of aH the year—when 
taxes go up, carrying the price of 
many thing with them: 
Christmas Clubs wlH pay out a 
record $953 million this month. 
Where people find the money to 
save may be a mystery to you* 
as to most persons battling the 
highest living cost in history, bul 
save some do. 
The president’s council of eco­ 
nomic advisers estimate that Am­ 
ericans are now saving at an an­ 
nual rate of $21.7 bUlion, putting 
aside more money than at any time 
since the World War H days, when 
tfley couldn't find much to buy. 


DEP0SITER8 HAVE a record 
$30.6 billion in the nation’s 539 
mutual savings banks, according 
to the National Association of Mu­ 
tual Savings Banks. “New money” 
has been flowing into the banka 
• this year, the asaoclatlon reporta 
as “thousands of Americans are 
adding to their personal savings.” 
Deposits in state-chartered banks 
in the nation rose $4.1 billion in 
the first 12 months after the start 
of the Korean war. The National 
Association of Supervisors of State 
Banks also reports that total assets 
of these 9,600 Institutions rose $4.7 
billion in the fiscal year ended 
June 30, and now stands at almost 
$94 bUlicn. 
Americans put $31 billion into 
bonds, insurance and thrift ac­ 
counts in the April, May and June 
quarter, according to the Securitiee 
and exchange commission. 
Savings and loan associations re­ 
port an increase of $600 million In 
the July, August and September 
quarter. 


WHERE IS ALL THIS money 
coming from? 
Well, the Department of Com­ 
merce says that total personal in­ 
come is ndw running at an annual 
rate of $254 billion. Private wage 
and salary totals have been de­ 
clining of late, as civilian produc­ 
tion slows down. But farm Income 
has gone up with the harvesting 
season. And govermnent payrolls 
are booming. Federal, state and 
local government payrolls are now 
at a record $29.2 bUllon annual 
rate. 
After paying taxes (the old ones, 
not today’s new ones), Americans 
still have $225.7 billion a year with 
which to face the grocer, the land­ 
lord, and the merchant, the presi­ 
dent’s economic advisers estimate. 
The new, higher taxes will cut that 
down some more. 
But the t r o u b l e with these 
“totals” and “averages” is that 
they rarely fit individuals. And 
many individuals aren’t nearly as 
well off as the “averages” indicate. 


FCC Wrestles Problem Of 
Educational TV Channels

WASHINGTON W -O n e of the 
hurdles that has to be clearefi 
before television is unfrozen Is 
educational TV. 
This matter is tied up tightly 
with the national channel alloca­ 
tion plan on which the Federal 
Communications Commislon (FCC) 
Is now working preparatory to lift­ 
ing the freeze early tn 1952} 
Thus, «(hen the channels are 
definltfely assigned, by cities, PCC 
must ^ say finally what education 
is to get, and on what terms. 
The commission tentatively ruled 
last March that about 10 per cent 
of all lelevising space should be 
specifically reserved for schools 
desiring to build and o p e r a t e 
strictly educational, nrni-commerc- 
ial stations. 


television generally thinks 11 is 
more than ample. Everyone in this 
group thinks educational television

Ckmcem of officials is 
growing.' 
New Mexico’s bloody highways 
have claimed 327 lives so far this 
year—15.7 for every 25,000 popula­ 
tion. That’s an aU-time state record 
and far worse than any other state 
in the area. 
The safest roads in the west are 
in Washington where the rate is 
only 41 persons killed per 25,000 
populatitm. But the 418 total of 
fatalities is 19 more than the total 
for all of 1950. Arizona, Utah, and 
Gallfomla have higher death rates 
than last year. 
Here are the figures for the other 


states (this year to date, this thne 
last year and current rate per 25,000 
population): 
Arizona. 327,265 and 10 J; Idaho 
189,212 and 8; Montana 165, 168 
and 6J; Utah 185, 154 and 6J; 
Colorado, 303, 322 and 5.7; and Ow- 
gon, 320, 
and 5-3. 
Caliiomia officials estimated 3.400 
persons would die in traffic acci­ 
dents this year, a rate of 8 per 
25.000 population. 
In California, Clov. Earl Warren 
recently called 600 experts-to a traf­ 
fic safety opiference to recommend 
steps to reduce accidents. There are 
more than 4,000,000 cars for the 
10.500.000 population of the state.

The council had not studied the 
plan or recommendation before last 
night, though Councilmen Charles 
Aby, Homer Wood and Harry Albert 
were at all meetings of the plan­ 
ning commission. 
Councilman Phil Brown suggested 
putting the plan over for further 
study by the council at 
"a later 
date.” 
He and Mayor El Culver 
pointed out that it would take a lot 
of discussion and investigation be­ 
fore any definite decisions could be 
made. 
However, at the insistence of Al­ 
bert and 
Chamber of Commerce 
Manager Stanley Lowry the council 
agreed to discuss the three parking 
lots at their next meeting on Nov­ 
ember 19.

sterling is impaired.”

has a 
deficit crisis worse than 1949 s and 
is running into debt abroad at the 
rate of nearly $2 billion a year. The 
pound was devalued in 1949. 
He said the deficit crisis was not 
only worse than 1949 but “in many 
ways worse than in 1947.” He re­ 
ferred to financial help from the 
United States in those yean, say­ 
ing: 
“Do not let us forget during the 
last six years the immense financial 
help loaned or given us by the U.S. 
government and our dominions. 
Without this the true facts of our 
situation would have been brought 
brutally home to all parties and 
classes—and it may be coming home 
by now.”

*• WASHINGTON (Jf) — President 
Truman said today the reason for 
Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower's visit 
here was to discuss Europe’s prob­ 
lem of maintaining economic sta­ 
bility while rearming. And, he de­ 
clared, he fears “much trouble.” ’ 
Mr. Truman’s statement of why 
he called -Eisenhower home came 
shortly before the general left by 
plane to return to his European de­ 
fense command In Prance. 
The president made it in an ex­ 
temporaneous speech to the Na­ 
tional Society of Cartoonists. He left 
many questions unanswered but run­ 
ning through his talk was the hint 
of a developing new crisis for the 
western world. 
It came against the background 
of the new British government’s ex­ 
pressed concern — voiced in the 
king’s address to Parliament—over 
the deterioration of Britain’s eco­ 
nomic affairs and the threat of in­ 
flation. 
Eisenhower met with reporters at 
the National airport before boarding 
his plane. As in previous meetings 
with newsmen, many of the ques­ 
tions put to him dealt with politics. 
And, as before, Eisenhower tried 
to brush them off. 
But he said at one point that 
“if the time ever comes” for him 
to speak out on polities he will do 
so immediately.

Hazards Of Toxemia Have 
Become Greatly Reduced 


By HERMAN N. BUNDE8EN, M.D. 


At one time, the toxemia of preg­ 
nancy claimed the lives of a large 
number of mothers and infants. 
Since prenatal care for expectant 
mothers has become almost uni­ 
versal, the number of women suf­ 
fering from this complication has 
been much reduced, due to the fact 
that any tendency toward toxemia 
can be detected at the outset and 
precautions taken against it. 
A woman expecting a baby should 
see her physician at least once a 
month, at which time her blood 
pressure, urine, and weight are 
carefully checked. Some Indications ! 
of beginning toxemia are excessive! 
weight gain, elevation of the blood ! 
pressure, and the appearance of 
albumen in the urine. A woman 
who has any of these symptoms; 
should be carefully watched and \

treated so that a severe toxemia 
does not develop. 


LOW-SALT DIET 
Usually, the use of a low-salt or 
sodium diet, sedative drugs and bed 
rest are helpful in these early cases. 
Many times, when toxemia has pro­ 
gressed too far, the use of large 
amounts of sedative drugs may be 
necessary and, in severe cases, the 
early delivery of the baby may be 
required. 


Most physicians wish to prolong 
pregnancy as long as. possible in 
order to give the baby a better 
chance to live. 


CORTISONE USED 
A group of eight pregnant women 
gravely ill .with toxemia, having 
high blood pressure, albumen in the 
urine and swelling of the body, were 
treated with cortisone to see if the 
toxemia could be somewhat relieved 
and the pregnancy carried nearer 
to the time it normally would be 
due. Three of these women were so

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
K.K.: Is there anything which 
might stop excessive falling of the 
hair, and relieve itching of the 
scalp?

Community Solve Problem 


Once upon t time a reporter for a San Fran­ 
cisco newspaper wrote a fine series of stories 
about a comic opera incident on the California- 
Oregon border. 


It involved some counties which wanted to 
secede from the two states and form their own 
Slate of Jefferson. 


That reporter got a Pulitzer prize for the 
job he did. As we recall it, he was commended 
for his highlighting of the serious aspects of 
this incident — the grievances the counties had 
against the two states. 


This bow-tied gentleman got his just reward. 
He went into the happy hunting ground of the 
columning business. And now he trots about 
the globe tossing flippancies off his typewriter 
keyboard like feathers blowing from a ruptured 
pillow. 


The other day this gentleman seems to have 
found that his home in Sausalito isn’t in San 
Francisco. It is — horrors! — in Marin county, 
some wilderness out in the sticks. It is an area 
with problems, which are something he wants 
to avoid. 


We can’t work up much righteous wrath 
over some comments our San Francisco col­ 
league presents on the state of the world. What 
we are concerned with is an essential lack of 
interest in home town affairs by a gentleman 
whose writings go each day into 155,262 north­ 
ern California homes.

I am sure we must have a school hoard 
for it seems every other town has a school board 
and I am not going to have some little old

“As to judges and coroner and such public 
servants, I usually have a choice between Zilch 
and Sneeze, neither of whom I know . . . ”m 
Our friend concludes with a remark about 
voting to give the whole Marin peninsula back 
to the Indians because, by gosh, it’s simpler 
that way.

Tendency In Government To Say 
How Much People Should Know 
At Ohio State university the editors of the cam­ 
pus newspaper a rt convinced that freedom of the 
press is threatened in a recent order by the social 
hoard, which is responsible for conducting student 
social affairs. I t has adopted a rule which bars re­ 
porters from its meetings unless the reporters agree 
to submit the stories they write to the social board 
for approval, before publication Inaccuracies in pre­ 
vious stories which appeared in the student news­ 
paper ere cited as the reaeon for the rule. 
Since only students at the university are directly 
concerned, it would be easy to pay little attention to 
the matter. But the issue Involved is often en­ 
countered by newspapers and it deserves public no­ 
tice. The board may have thought it had a good 
purpose in the rule; the complaint about inaccura­ 
cies may have been Justified. But the rule is an at­ 
tempt at censorship. A grasp of the basic principles 
of freedom of the press has prompted the student 
editors to protest against what they recognize as a

method of suppressing news. Colleges should tesch 
freedom, not suppression. 
There is an increasing tendency in government to 
toy to judge what people should and should not 
know. It is found a t every level of government. Its 
most recent manifestation is in the executive secur­ 
ity order. Press censorship is dangerous whether it 
occurs in Washington, on a university campus, or 
in the local town hall.

In December, 1948, the term of 
C.AB. member Oswald Ryan had 
expired. By then, R y a n

This also 
happened, when Pan American was 
seeking to p u r c h a s e American 
Overseas Airways in order to se­ 
cure control of its crucial Atlantic 
routes. 
When the case first opened be­ 
fore the Civil Aeronautics Board, 
Edward Dumbauld, representing 
justice, announced strong oppo­ 
sition to the proposed deal on 
anti-trust grounds. But when the 
formal hearing began. Dumbauld 
had been replaced by another jus­ 
tice department lawyer, William*

These were 
officially signed by Herbert A. 
Bergson, chief of the anti-trust 
division, and James E. Kilday, 
chief of the Transportation section.

All this because a big builder 
can buil{i where and when he likea 
and it seems to me that if that 
kin dof planning is going on the 
little contractor has no choice, so 
I think that as long as other coun­ 
ties have no planning commission, 
we, too, can do without it. If San 
Rafael want it, all well and good. 
It would be fine if our township 
got going with some more men like 
Mr. Lloyd A. R&ssmussen.

Come From?

NEW YORK (JPh-A happy word 
from Santa Claus at this the sad­ 
dest time of ah the year—when 
taxes go up, carrying the price of 
many thing with them: 
Christmas Clubs will pay out a 
record $952 million this month. 
Where people find the money to 
save may be a mystery to you. 
as to most persons battling the 
highest living cost in history, but 
save some do. 
s The president’s council of eco­ 
nomic advisers estimate that Am­ 
ericans are now saving at an an­ 
nual rate of $21.7 billion, putting 
aside more money than at any time 
since the World War n days, when 
tfiey couldn’t find much to buy. 


DEPOSITERS HAVE a record 
$20.8 billion in the nation’s 529 
mutual savings banks, according 
to the National Association of Mu­ 
tual Savings Banks. “New money* 
has been flowing into the banks 
this year, the association reporta 
as “thousands of Americans are 
adding to their personal savings." 
Deposits in state-chartered banks 
in the nation rose $4.1 billion in 
the first 12 months after the start 
of the Korean war. The National 
Association of Supervisors of State 
Banks also reports that total assets 
of these 9,600 institutions rose $4.7 
billion in the fiscal year ended 
June 30, and now stands at almost 
$94 billion. 
Americans put $3.2 billion into 
bonds, insurance and thrift ac­ 
counts in the April, May and June 
quarter, according to the Securities 
and exchange commission. 
Savings and loan associations re­ 
port an increase of $600 million in 
the July, August and September 
quarter. 


WHERE IS ALL THIS money 
coming from? 
Well, the Department of Com­ 
merce says that total personal in­ 
come is ndw running at an annual 
rate of $254 billion. Private wage 
and salary totals have been de­ 
clining of late, as civilian produc­ 
tion slows down. But farm Income 
has gone up with the harvesting 
season. And government payrolls 
are booming. Federal, state and 
local government payrolls are b o w 
at a record $29.2 billion annual 
rate. 
After paying taxes (the old enes, 
not today’s new ones), Americans 
still have $225.7 billion a year with 
which to face the grocer, the land­ 
lord, and the merchant, the presi­ 
dent’s economic advisers estimate. 
The new, higher taxes will cut that 
down some more. 
But the t r o u b l e with these 
“totals" and “averages" is that 
they rarely fit individuals. And 
many individuals aren’t nearly as 
well off as the “averages" indicate. 


FCC Wrestles Problem Of 
Educational TV Channels

WASHINGTON (Æ*)—One of the 
hurdles that has to be cleared 
before television is unfrozen is 
educational TV. 
This m atter is tied up tightly 
with the national channel alloca­ 
tion plan on which the Federal 
Communications Commision (FCC) 
is now working preparatory to lift­ 
ing the freeze early in 1952? 
Thus, When the channels are 
definitely assigned, by cities, FCC 
must say finally what education 
is to get, and on what terms. 
The commission tentatively ruled 
last March that about 10 per cent 
of all televising space should be 
specifically reserved for schools 
desiring to build and o p e r a t e 
strictly educational, non-commerc­ 
ial stations. 


THIS PLAN WOULD give edu­ 
cational institutions 209 of the ap­ 
proximately 2,000 local outlets en­ 
visioned for the nation. 
Of the total school stations pro- * 
posed, 82 could get channels in the 
very high frequency (VHF) band 
now in use and 127 would have 
channels in the proposed new ultra 
high frequency (UHF) range, still 
to be opened up.

The schools say it should be 
permanent, or at the very least 
over a great many years, so that 
the tax-supported institutions will 
have time to organize plans and 
get the necessary appropriations 
through legislatures. 
Only one institution has actually 
applied for educational TV since 
this new branch of video was pro­ 
posed. This is the Lindsey Hopkins 
Vocational school of Miami, Fla. 
. However, about 10 other school» 
or school agencies have given notice 
of firm plans to build stations 
promptly. These include the Con­ 
necticut education b o a r d ; New 
York’s board of regents, which is 
proposing an 11-station state net­ 
work; the state of New Jersey, 
which complains it was given no 
educational allocation but waste 
six outlets; Ohio State University; 
Michigan State; University of Kan­ 
sas; Kansas State; University of 
Houston, Texas, and the Houston 
Independent school district; Uni­ 
versity of Wichita, Kansas; and 
Wayne University and the educa­ 
tion board of Detriot. 
More than two score other in­ 
itiations have advised FCC they 
hope to get into the educational 
TV field sometime in the future. 
Eight other schools have long 
had applications for regular com­ 
mercial, stations similar to WOI- 
TV, owned and operated com­ 
mercially by Iowa State College at 
Ames. These are: Georgia Tech, 
Atlanta; Iowa State University at 
Iowa City; Lewis C o l l e g e of 
Science, Chicago; Loyola Univer­ 
sity, New Orleans; Northwestern 
Theological Seminary, Minneapolis; 
St. Louii University, St. Louis, 
Mo.; Cornell University, Ithaca, 
N.Y.; and Harding College, Searcy,

SAFER IN WASHINGTON 
Bloodiest Roads 
In New Mexico 


By The Associated Trim 


Drive carefully on western high­ 
ways, 
especially 
those 
to 
New 
Mexico. 
Despite unprecedented measures 
toy traffic safety officials, New Mex­ 
ico has the worst highway death 
record to nttMt western states sur­ 
veyed by the Associated Press. The 
survey showed more people are be­ 
ing ¿illed this year to five of the 
nine states. Concern of officials is 
growing. 
New Mexico’s bloody highways 
have claimed 327 lives so fir this 
year—15.7 for every »,000 popula­ 
tion. That's an all-time state record 
and far worse than any other state 
to the area 
The safest roads to the west ire 
in Washington where the rate is 
only 4J persons hilled per 25,000 
population. But the 418 total of 
fate Wire is If more than the total 
for all of 1950. Arizona, Utah, and 
California have higher death rates 
than last year. 
Here are the figures for the other 


states (this year to date, this time 
last year and current rate per 25,000 
population): 
Arizona, 327.266 and 109; Idaho, 
188,212 and 8; Montana 185, 168 
and 69; Utah 185, 154 and 69; 
Colorado, 80S, 322 and 5.7; and Ore­ 
gon, 320, 
and 5-3. 
California officials estimated 3,400 
persons would die to traffic acci­ 
dents this year, a rate of 8 per 
25900 population. 
In California, Gov. Earl Warren 
recently called 800 experts to a traf­ 
fic safety conference to reoommend 
steps to reduce accidents. There are 
more than 4,000,000 cars for the 
10900,000 population of the state.

More common courtesy among driv­ 
ers, use of electronics measuring 
devices to catch speeders, legaliza­ 
tion of chemical tests for suspected 
drunk drivers and a 50 miles an 
hour truck speed limit instead o: 

The theory behind 
the latter is that its safer for trucks 
to move with the general flow o 
traffic.
